The monks shall 
repair the books and ornaments for this time only, and then the 
vicar is bound to do it. Moreover we ordain that the precentor 
shall nominate two fit men for the vicarage, and the precentor 
shall present one of the two chosen by the religious men to us 
when the vicarage shall be vacant.

The cause of the punishment shall 
be expounded to the clergy and people there in the vulgar 
tongue. He shall go for the three days of the market of Jevele 
through the middle of the same and shall be fustigated by a 
priest 

Wherefore we commit and order you, firmly enjoining, that 
you announce the said Walter and others to be absolved and 
admit them to perform the punishment in form aforesaid.

Bardolf and others, publicly confessed that he would go through 
the punishment underwritten which the said commissary 
enjoined on him for his excess and grave injuries done to the 
said father and his servants in the parish church of Jevele. 
That is to say, he would go round the church of Jevele three 
times on Sundays and feast days before the procession to be 
made on that occasion with bare head and feet, &c., in peni- 
tential manner, and whilst high mass is being celebrated he 
shall hold a taper of the weight of one pound of wax in his 
hand, which, when the punishment has been gone through he 
shall offer to the high altar there, and the chaplain celebrating 
the mass shall expoqnd the cause of the said punishment to the 
clergy and the people in the vulgar.
